Federal education cuts 
anticipated; KSBIT 
announces assessment

The Morgan County Board 
of Education anticipates a 
significant reduction in federal 
funding for the 2013 school 
year following a Jan. 28 budget 
update from the district finance 
team. 

The projected budget shows 
an increase in expenditures 
and a decrease in revenue as 
a result of a 10 percent cut to 
federal programs if Congress 
does not reach a compromise 
in regard to raising tlie federal 
debt ceiling by March as out- 
lined in the Budget Control Act 
of 2011. 

State officials estimate that 
federal school funding would 
be cut by $61 million annu- 
ally over the next decade to 
affect more than 1 ,350 jobs and 
nearly 130,000 students. 

Federal grants currently 
fund 24 teaching and 2.5 sup- 
port staff positions in the local 
school district. 

In addition, local revenue 
is also expected to decrease 
due to the 2012 tornadoes' de- 
struction of private and public 
property. 

Superintendent of Schools 



Deatrah Bamett said the board 
continues to address these is- 
sues in hopes of preventing 
employment cuts. 

"We had tried to plan for the 
reduction in state and funeral 
funds," Bamett said. "But no 
one could have planned for the 
devastating loss of property that 
came on Feb. 29 and March 2, 
2012. We are working diligent- 
ly and looking at every possible 
scenario to be able to keep all 
our staff members next year." 

At the Jan. 28 meeting, 
board members heard an in- 
depth breakdown of projected 
expenditures for the 2013- 
2014 school year, including a 
$600,000 payroll increase. 

The board attributes the in- 
crease to the following: 

VAn increase in the district's 
contribution to the state em- 
ployee pension program. 

VThe 1 percent pay increase 
for district employees approved 
on Nov. 8. 

V A $ 1 per hour pay increase 
for the lowest-paid district 
employees. 

V The salary step increase 
for all employees next year.

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Ky. 172 realignment and modernization underway 
in Morgan; two other sectors set for start in 2014 



Outlined above is Ky. 172 sector where reconstruction and realignment are cur- 
rently underway. Two of the other three sectors outlined at right are scheduled 
for construction starts in 2014. 



The first of four separate projects to realign and modernize 
Ky. 172 between West Liberty and Paintsville is changing the 
landscape between milepoint 10.4 at Elkfork and milepoint 
1 3 .0 near Crockett in eastern Morgan County (see map below) . 
Frederick & May Construction Co. of West Liberty, which be- 
gan work on this sector last summer, is expected to complete 
the construction either late this year or in the spring of 2014. 

A second phase of reconstruction between milepoints 2 
and 5, which includes the Lenox community (see map), is 
scheduled to begin next year. This sector, which will connect 
with the new 172 sector built a few years ago to eliminate the 
treacherous Lick Branch Hill near West Liberty, is currently 
in the right-of-way acquisition and utility relocation phase. 

Also in the right-of-way acquisition and utility relocation 
phase is the sector of Ky. 1 72 between milepoints 5 and 8 . It is 
tentatively scheduled for a construction start in 20 14 (see map) . 

The next phase of the proposed reconstruction in Morgan 
County will be between milepoints 8 and 10.4 (see map). 
Wliile right-of-way and utility relocation negotiations for this 
sector have been authorized, the timetables for these phases 
are subject to funding availability. 

When the Ky. 172 project is fully completed, the new, 
route, which will include three-laning on the hills, will allow 
motorists between West Liberty and Paintsville to bypass the 
present narrow, winding road that follows the meanderings of 
Elk Fork Creek and Open Fork of Paint Creek in Morgan and 
Mud Lick in Johnson County..

tucky School Board Insur- 
ance Trust (KSBIT) program, 
which will cease to provide 
low-cost property, liability 
and workers' compensation in- 
surance services to all 174 
Kentucky school districts on 
June 30. 

The dissolution will require 
Kentucky school districts to pay 
off a total of $50-$60 million 
KSBIT deficit over the next 
20 years. 

KSBIT has outlined three 
options for the school districts 
to pay its share of the assess- 
ment: 

VThe district can pay tlie as- 
sessment over a lO-year period. 

^/ The district can pay the 
assessment over 20-year period. 

^/ The district can pay the 
assessment in one lump sum. 

Board Chairman Marshall 
Jenkins said the board is cur- 
rently reviewing payment op- 
tions. 

"We will have to wait until 
we receive the final assessment 
from KSBIT," Jenkins said.

Ky/s senators sponsor 
industrial hemp bill 



Feb. 15 — The Kentucky 
House of Representatives has a 
long standing record of protect- 
ing, educating and promoting 
our children through legislative 
action. This week we passed 
several bills that will keep us 
true to that mission. 

House Bill 224 would raise 
the high school dropout age 
gradually by increasing the 
compulsory attendance age 
from 16 to 17 on July 1, 2017 
and from age 17 to 1 8 on July 1 , 
20 1 8 . Having that high school 
diploma is more important than 
ever as jobs are highly competi- 
tive, a highly trained workforce 
is in demand and tlie military 
and other employers require 
a diploma. House Bill 224 
passed the House by a vote of 
87-10 and now goes to the Sen- 
ate for consideration. 

A measure to strengthen 
Kentucky's human trafficking 
laws to better enforce the ris- 
ing incidence of crimes against 
children passed the House 
this week with a vote of 95-0. 
House Bill 3 will provide a 
"safe harbor" from prosecu- 
tion for child victims of human 
trafficking; primarily target in- 
dividuals who exploit children 
by increasing penalties and 
prison sentences; and provide 
better training for victims, ad- 
vocates and law enforcement 
to recognize signs of human 
and child trafficking so action 
can be taken more quickly and 
appropriately. We hope House 
Bill 3 will be given swift action 
in the Senate so that efforts to 
curb human trafficking can be 
accelerated. 

To stem child fatalities on 
Kentucky roadways , House Bill 
282 would increase children's 
height requirements for booster 
seats. Currently children must 
use booster seats until they 
reach 50 inches in height or 
the age of seven. The new law 
would require booster seats for 
children less than nine years old 
and between 40 and 57 inches in 
height. Requiring older children 
to use booster seats should de- 
crease child vehicular fatalities 
in the future. House Bill 282 
passed with a vote of 61-37. 

Childhood obesity is an 
epidemic across the United 
States and according to studies 
by the Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky, Kentucky ranks 
high in childhood obesity and 
overweight adults. Providing 



FRANKFORT-Ken- 
tucky's special taxing districts 
would be required to submit 
data about who they are and 
how the money they raise is 
spent under legislation that has 
been approved by the House of 
Representatives. 

House Speaker Greg Stum- 
bo, D-Prestonsburg, the sponsor 
of House Bill 1 , told the Local 
Government Committee that his 
legislation is designed to bring 
transparency to how taxpayers' 
money is being spent while en- 
suring continuity of services to 
Kentuckians. He has worked on 
the legislation and presented the 
bill with State Auditor Adam 
Edelen, who has reported that 
Kentucky has over 1 ,200 spe- 
cial districts that spend $2.7 bil- 
lion of public money per year. 

"If you look at the magni- 
tude of these special districts. . . 
it is remarkable that we've had 
so few problems with them. 
That's a testament to the fine 
Kentuckians who serve all 
across the Commonwealth on 
the library boards, the water 
boards, and all the special dis- 
trict boards," Stumbo said. 

"This is not something that 
is a reaction to bad conduct," 
Stumbo said, adding that a 
special district may not be 
completely aware of what is 
expected of them by the state. 
"This is an attempt to clarify (by 
law) to make sure that they have 
a clear path as to what report- 
ing requirements they need to 



healthy food choices in schools 
can go a long way in helping 
kids create good eating habits in 
the future and that is the goal of 
House Bill 44. It would require 
school cafeteria strategies such 
as placing nutritious foods and 
salad bars in the front of the 
food line, placing plain milk 
before chocolate milk, and 
moving unhealthy prepackaged 
foods away where students 
would have to request them. 
House Bill 44 passed by a vote 
of 72-26 and will be considered 
by the Senate for passage. 

Bullying continues to be a 
problem in Kentucky schools 
causing mental, physical and 
emotional stress on our young 
people. House Bill 35 would 
designate October as Anti- 
BuUying Month in Kentucky 
and names purple and yellow 
as the symbolic colors for anti- 
buUying awareness. The bill 
passed by a unanimous 99-0 
vote. 

Committees heard several 
bills that could soon be heard 
for a full vote by the House: 

House Bill 242 would pro- 
vide better reporting proce- 
dures by Kentucky's Economic 
Development Cabinet and the 
Tourism Arts and Heritage Cab- 
inet by maintaining a search- 
able database showing the 
cost and success of economic 
incentive programs and filing 
an annual centralized report. 

House Bill 210 would create 
a scholarship and grant program 
to help college juniors and 
seniors from Kentucky's coal 
counties attain four-year col- 
lege degrees using coal sever- 
ance funds. 

House Bill 310 will prevent 
liquor and wine from being sold 
in up to 600 new outlets across 
the state where teenagers work 
and shop unsupervised. 

I expect our pace to increase 
in order to comply with the 
"short" session calendar and 
there are long days ahead as we 
still must grapple with issues 
such as pension reform.

make... and just a way to sim- 
plify this very complicated and 
convoluted series of laws that 
have developed in our statutes 
dealing with special districts 
over the past number of years." 

Public libraries, EMS 
boards, water districts and fire 
districts are all examples of spe- 
cial districts, which are found in 
117 counties statewide. Edelen 
said taxpayers in those counties 
pay more to special districts 
than they do in local property 
tax. He also said special dis- 
tricts in Kentucky hold twice 
the amount of cash reserves as 
the state's 174 public school 
districts , or approximately $ 1 .4 
billion. 

HB 1 would define special 
districts and similar entities as 
"special purpose government 
entities" for reporting and au- 
diting purposes. The entities 
would be required to report who 
fliey are, what they do, and their 
finances to the state Department 
for Local Government, which 
would put that data online in a 
centralized registry for public 
viewing. Entities that do not 
submit the required data would 
be subject to an audit at their 
own expense, Edelen said. 

The legislation would also 
establish education and eth- 
ics rules to ensure that the 
newly-defined special purpose 
government entities are putting 
taxpayer money to good use, 
and make it easier for defunct 
or inactive entities or entities

ley, wife Tammy, staff and 
employees. 

Do you remember the first 
car you owned when you got 
your driver's lie ense and begun 
to drive? What a feeling that 
was ! Let me start back a few 
years earlier. I was thirteen 
years old when Leova Lewis 
called up to the house and 
asked Mommy if one of us boys 
would like to work for her and 
Kennell in the tobacco. I told 
them I would and that began a 
long career in tobacco farming. 

William LeMaster and I 
helped set, hoe, cut, hang and 
strip tobacco for many years. 
I think I worked for Kennell 
for about fifteen years, starting 
at thirteen years old. I would 
get home from school around 
four o'clock and be on the 
farm by five o'clock and uy- 
sually worked until about nine 
o'clock. Sundays was the only 
day I did not work. It was the 
Lord's day and we were raised 
to respect it and have a day of 
rest. After a few months of to- 
bacco work I could afford a new 
26 inch bicycle to ride to work. 
I went to Western Auto tliere on 
Main Street and picked out one 
with white wall tires. I got me 
a headlight for the handlebars 
and I rode this bicycle to work. 
At night I would switch on my 
light and ride home. 

I was still mowing yards 
and working witli other farmers 
between my steady work with 
Kennell and Leova. During 
stripping tobacco time I remem- 
ber every night about 7:00 p.m. 
Leova would go feed the dogs 
and she would always bring 
back a snack for us in the bam. 
A cold Cocoa-Cola and two oat- 
meal cream pies. Occasionally 
she would swap them out and 
bring raisin cream pies. 

I knew that Mommy and 
Daddy could not buy me a car. 
If I wanted one I would have to 
work and save up the money. 
Daddy also raised tobacco and 
each year they would try to start 
a small savings account for one 
of us kids. Having a job on the 
farm, I started my own bank 
account before it was my turn 
from Mommy and Daddy. I 
remember Mommy and Daddy 
taking me to the bank and I 
deposited $75.00. 1 was on my 
way to buying my first car. I was 
only thirteen, but looking for 
that sixteenth birthday. I guess 
I will have to continue this story 
nmext week to let you know 
what I bought.

17^00 mile miss 
closest on record 
for an asteroid 

A 130,000-ton asteroid 
passed by the Earth on Friday, 
Feb. 15, passing within the orbit 
of the moon and closer to the 
Earth than many communica- 
tions satellites. 

Planetary experts said the 
150-foot-wide asteroid made 
the closest-known approach of 
such a large piece of cosmic de- 
bris since pace experts statrted 
tracking objects that intersect 
Earth's path. 

Big enough to destroy a 
major city, the asteroid passed 
within 17,200 miles of the plan- 
et, the National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency said. 

The asteroid caused no dam- 
age to communications satel- 
lites and no problems on the 
planet's surface and its near- 
miss had been predicted by 
astronomers. 

Coincidentally, the astet- 
roid's fly-by occurred just after 
hours after an unrelated meteor 
exploded over Russia causing 
considerable damage and in- 
juring several hundred people, 
mostly from shattered glass.

The five magistrages and I have 
worked long and hard trying to 
make sure that we receive any 
and all grants that we can apply 
for and we will continue to do 
this. Remember all grants have 
to be spent on the project it was 
designated for, so road money 
has to be spent on roads. We 
CAN NOT use it for water or 
anything else. Water Grants can 
not be used to build buildings, 
building grants can not be used 
to pave roads, and etc. 

We will try to keep you 
informed with all that we are 
doing. Feel free to call and ask 
questions, that way if someone 
tells you somefliing you will be 
informed from this office. We 
had about four vehicles totaled 
by the storm, including the blue 
Yukon that I drove and six or 
seven damaged. Those vehicles 
have been replaced or repaired 
witli our insurance money. All 
county equipment at the road 
department is mnning and in 
good condition except for one 
loader which is having the en- 
gine redone. 

All county funds have to ran 
through the Fiscal Court, then 
tlie Treasurer processes the pay- 
ments. It takes two signatures 
to sign a check. All funds are 
audited annually, your money is 
protected and no grants or funds 
can be received or disbursed 
without strick oversight. We 
can't go to the post office and 
buy stamps without a check 
signed by two people. 



Hemp Farming 
Act introduced last 
week in U.S. Senate 

WASHINGTON, D.C, Feb. 
14 — Sen. Rand Paul and Sen- 
ate Republican Leader Mitch 
McConnell, both of Kentucky, 
joined Oregon Democratic 
Sens. Jeff Merkley and Ron 
Wyden in introducing legisla- 
tion to allow American farm- 
ers to cultivate and profit from 
industrial hemp. 

The Industrial Hemp Farm- 
ing Act of 20 1 3 would remove 
federal restrictions on the do- 
mestic cultivation of indus- 
trial hemp. Specifically, the 
bill would remove hemp from 
the Schedule I controlled sub- 
stance list under flie Controlled 
Substances Act of 1970, and 
would define it as a non-drag so 
long as it contained less than 0.3 
percent tetrahydrocannabinol 
(THC). 

Prior to World War II, Ken- 
tucky provided 94 percent of 
the nation's industrial hemp. 
Today the U.S. is the world's 
largest consumer of hemp, but 
it remains the only major indus- 
trialized country fliat bans farm- 
ing the product. U.S. imports 
have consistently grown over 
the past decade - increasing by 
300 percent over that period. 

Earlier in the week, the Ken- 
tucky State Senate Agriculture 
Committee unanimously ap- 
proved legislation that would 
set up a state permitting pro- 
gram for the growth of in- 
dustrial hemp. And today, the 
Kentucky Senate passed SB 



50, which establishes over- 
sight for Kentucky farmers to 
cultivate legalized industrial 
hemp. It now awaits a vote in 
the Kentucky House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

"The Industrial Hemp Farm- 
ing Act paves the way to creat- 
ing jobs for Kentucky," Sen. 
Paul said. "Allowing American 
farmers to cultivate industrial 
hemp and benefit from its many 
uses will boost our state's econ- 
omy and bring much-needed 
jobs in the agriculture com- 
munity. Today's State Senate 
victory, coupled with flie efforts 
Sen. McConnell and I are mak- 
ing here in Washington increase 
my confidence that they will 
soon payoff, to the benefit of 
Kentuckians ." 

"I am proud to introduce 
legislation with my friend Rand 
Paul that will allow Kentucky 
farmers to hamess the econom- 
ic potential that industrial hemp 
can provide," Sen. McConnell 
said. "During these tough eco- 
nomic times, this legislation has 
the potential to create jobs and 
provide a boost to Kentucky's 
economy and to our farmers and 
their families." 

The Industrial Hemp Farm- 
ing Act of 2013 is the Senate 
companion bill to H.R. 525, 
which was introduced last week 
in the House with 28 original 
co-sponsors.

Should You Hire a 
Personal Trainer? 

Oprah has a personal trainer. She also has a private cheS, 
a personal nutritionist and a staff to help her organize 
her life. How about you? Can you afford a personal train- 
er? Do you need one? 

A good number of Americans say yes. Nine of 10 
health clubs in our country offer the service, and, accord- 
ing to the International Health, Racquet and Sportsdub 
Association, 6.3 million Americans have personal train- 
ers. That's an increase of more than 50 percent since 1998. 

Many health clubs offer "free personal training" 
with every membership. This means, primarily, that a 
trainer is available to introduce you to the various ma- 
chines, give instructions about how they are to be used 
and answer questions at any time. Given the growing 
number and types of exercise equipment, this is good ba- 
sic information. 

This does not take the same amount of time nor 
require the expertise as a personal trainer who works 
with you on an individual basis to set up a program, mon- 
itor your progress and help you meet your goals. 

The going rate for this kind of personal training 
is $X5 to $X00 an hour, with a national average of $50 
an hour. Even the top rate is probably considerably less 
than Oprah pays, but it still has to be questioned. Do I 
need a personal trainer? What can a trainer provide that 
I cannot do on my own? The answers vary with your in- 
dividual needs. 

YOU'RE NEW TO EXERCISE: Dr. X, a pediatri- 
cian, is a bit embarrassed when it comes to exercise. He 
tells parents about how much their kids will benefit 
from physical activity, but he knows that he doesn't get 
enough exercise himself. 

"I just don't know how to get started," he said. 
A trainer can talk to Dr. X, inquire about his goals and 
preferences and then work out a balanced routine for 
him. 

MOTIVATE ME: If you've tried exercise before 
and always seem to be dropping out for the slightest ex- 
cuse, having a personal trainer may be a good idea. 

The trainer may help you discover the best pro- 
gram for your schedule and personality. But an even 
greater motivation is the money you're shelling out. You 
don't want to be paying for something you never use. 

SHOW ME RESULTS: Joan had joined a health 
club six months ago and was showing up for an hour four 
days a week. Yet she hadn't lost a pound and didn't feel 
any fitter than she had before she joined. 

A personal trainer can help you get off whatever 
plateau you are stuck on and start achieving results. You 
may be doing too much or not enough aerobic work. You 
may need to incorporate more strength training. You may 
need to be pushing yourself harder-getting more inten- 
sity out of your workouts. 



Once you decide that you want a personal train- 
er, the next step is choosing one. Things you'll want to 
consider include qualifications and experience, price and 
finding a good match for your goals and your personality.

If you're training for a marathon, an experienced 
runner in distance events might be able to give you some 
helpful training tips. Or you might find a good training 
program in a running publication. 

In most cases, though, you want a personal trainer with 
experience who is certified and has strong credentials. 

The major national certifying organizations are 
the American College of Sports Medicine, the American 
Council on Exercise, the National Strength and Condi- 
tioning Association and the National Academy of Sports 
Medicine. They all have requirements for testing and con- 
tinuing education. Get references as well and interview 
the trainer to make sure the two of you are compatible. 

If you have arthritis, diabetes or a heart condi- 
tion, look for a trainer with some medical knowledge 
about your particular problem. And be sure your trainer 
knows CPR. 

Don't be shy about discussing cost. Some train- 
ers will offer a discount if you refer one or more of your 
friends. You might also be able to work out a group train- 
ing arrangement. 

If the trainer's hourly fee seems high, make sure 
you get straight how often he or she expects to meet with 
you. Most trainers do not expect to be at your side every 
minute. A better and more cost effective approach is for 
the trainer to work out a program for you and then fol- 
low up regularly to see if you are meeting your goals. The 
goal of a good personal trainer is to educate you so you 
can eventually take over on your own and manage your 
own fitness goals.

Beshear, Rogers deliver 
$30 million for tornado recovery effort

Gov. Steve Beshear and 
U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers de- 
livered symbolic checks 
totaling $30 million to lo- 
cal officials during a public 
ceremony on Monday, Feb. 
11, at Morgan County High 
School, where dignitaries 
broke ground on several 
tornado recovery projects 
including the proposed well- 
ness/youth recreation center. 

Projects 

The $30 million will sup- 
port the construction and 
renovation of the following 
structures: 

• Constniction of the Mor- 
gan County Wellness Center 
to be located along Route 
7 and to include a bowling 
alley, climbing walls, play- 
ground equipment, meeting 
rooms and several other 
features (to be completed in 
several phases ) , $9 .4 million . 

• Renovation of the his- 
toric WPA building that 
houses county government 
offices, $6 million. 

• Renovation of the old 
Morgan County Courthouse, 
$2.4 million. 

• Constniction of the new 
Morgan County Extension 
service headquarters to be 
located on Hwy. 460 at the 
former drive-in theater loca- 
tion, $2.3 million. 

• Construction of the 
new Morgan County park- 
ing structure to be located 
near the new justice center 
on Broadway Street. 

Funding Sources 

A significant portion of 
the funding was secured 
through the The New Market 
Tax Credit (NMTC) initia- 
tive - which was established 
in 2000 as part of the federal 
Community Renewal Tax 
Relief Act - allows govern- 
ment officials to sell unused 
tax credits to corporation rep- 
resentatives (including inves- 
tors from JP Morgan Chase 
& Co. and U.S. Bancorp) 
who would in turn receive 
tax incentives to reinvest in 
communities. 

The following is a com- 
plete listing of combined 
funding sources, including 
NMTC tax credits, federal 
grants, state grants and a 
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Gov. Steve Beshear and U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers delivered symbolic checks totaling 
$30 million to local officials during a special public ceremony on Monday, Feb. 11, 
at Morgan County High School, where dignitaries broke ground for several projects 
including the proposed wellness/youth recreation center.

smaU amount of new debt; 

• Insurance proceeds to Mor- 
gan County government from the 
Kentucky Association of Counties 
(KACO),$10.5 million. 

• New Market Tax Credit pro- 
ceeds, $9 million. 

• Morgan County Extension of- 
fice contribution, $2 million. 

• Kentucky Administrative Of- 
fice of the Courts (AOC), $1.65 
million. 

• Morgan County Fiscal Court 
bond proceeds, $1.5 million. 

• Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA) mitigation 
grant, $1.5 million. 

• LKLP, Inc. (federal transit 
grant), $1 million. 

• Kentucky Infrastructure Au- 
thority (City of West Liberty), 
$900,000. 

• Appalachian Regional Com- 
mission (ARC), $750,000. 

• Community Development 
Block Grant, $500,000. 

Remaining funds will be used 
for development and closing fees, 
compliance and audit fees and 
reserve accounts. 

The reconstruction of the new 
justice center is funded with in- 
surance proceeds. Some project 



funding from the Administrative 
Office of the Courts will be used 
for furnishings and fixtures for the 
building. 

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet also satisfied $2.8 million 
in old road bonds owed by county 
government, which allowed of- 
ficials to finance all of the above- 
listed projects at one time. 

Presentation Ceremony & 
Ground Breaking 

Local officials welcomed to the 
ceremony numerous dignitaries 
at the state and federal levels of 
government, who also took part 
in a symbolic ground breaking 
ceremony. 

U.S. Hal Rogers, who pledged 
his support for tornado recovery 
projects. 

"It is time for a revival of down- 
town West Liberty and Morgan 
County," Rep. Rogers said. "It is 
time to re-open businesses and cre- 
ate new jobs for the community. We 
are rebuilding West Liberty with 
hope and opportunity. 

"Morgan Countians have shown 
great perseverance and genuine 
compassion for their friends and 
neighbors. There was never a 
chance that the tornado would 



leave this community in ruins, be- 
cause so many people care about its 
future. You have a vision for West 
Liberty and Morgan County, and 
together we can make that vision 
come to life." 

Gov. Steve Beshear reiterated 
Rep. Rogers's declaration of com- 
mitment to Morgan County. 

"I had never seen devastation 
until I visited West Liberty the day 
after the tornado," Gov. Beshear 
said. "That day, I pledged that I 
would stay with you until West 
Liberty and Morgan County are 
rebuilt. I am pleased to be here 
as we continue to deliver on the 
promise that was made. 

"This is a massive project that 
will bring about a major change in 
the look, feel and reality of West 
Liberty. I wish you all good luck 
in the days ahead and want to tell 
you that state government is not 
going anywhere as you rebuild 
your lives."

I want to share some sta- 
tistics with you from the CDC 
on heart disease. These facts 
you can find on cdc.gov: 

• Did you know that ap- 
proximately 600,000 people die 
of heart disease in the United 
States each year? That is one of 
four deaths each year is related 
to a form of heart disease. 

• Heart disease is the lead- 
ing cause of death in men and 
women. 

• Every year about 935,000 
Americans have a heart attack. 
Of these, 610,000 people will 
experience their first heart at- 
tack. 

• In the United States some- 
one has a heart attack every 34 
seconds. 

You may think, "This won't 
happen to me." Well I'm here 
to say maybe or maybe not, but 
you have became aware, and 
awareness is what is needed 
when discussing matters of the 
heart. 

The physical characteristics 
of the heart: It is an organ, a 
muscle. It is the size of a fist. It 
is continually beating, pumping 
oxygen rich blood throughout 
the body. It has four chambers, 
two atria and two ventricles. It 
has valves that open and close. 
It needs to be exercised by tools 
such as walking, eating better, 
and to change risk factors that 
could damage the heart. The 
nomial heart rate in adults is 60- 
100 beats per minute. These are 
just a few physical facts about 
the heart. 

Let's talk about the emo- 
tional side of the heart. We use

Social Security 
and Tax Time 

April's showers bring more 
than just May's flowers— they 
also bring the deadline day for 
filing taxes . Don't wait until the 
showers arrive to prepare for 
tax season. Whether you are a 
small business owner, a retiree, 
or a new parent, here are some 
Social Security tax tips that may 
help you. 

Are Social Security ben- 
efits taxable? They are for 
some people. About one third 
of those receiving benefits 
must pay taxes on some of 
their Social Security. If your 
total income, including Social 
Security and all of your other 
taxable income, is $25,000 or 
more and you file federal taxes 
as an individual, you'll need 
to pay federal taxes on some 
of your benefits. (That amount 
is $32,000 for married couples 
filing a joint return.) 

Will I get a tax form for 
my Social Security benefits? 
Yes. In fact, you should have 
already received it. Social Se- 
curity Benefit Statements (Form 
SSA-1099) for tax year 2012 
were mailed to beneficiaries 
anti should have been received 
by .laniiary 31,2013. If you 
receive Social Security and 
haven't received your 1099, 
you can request one online at 
www.socialsecurity.gov/ 1 099 . 

We had our first child in 
2012. Does our baby need a 
Social Security Number? Yes. 
Most people apply for their 
baby's Social Security number 
while they're still in the hospital 
at the same time they apply for 
the birth certificate. But if you 
didn't, you'll need to apply for 
your child's Social Security 
number in order to claim the 
child as a dependent on your 
tax return. You'll also need it if 
you ever apply for government 
benefits on behalf of the child 
or your family.

I changed my name when I 
got married last year. Do I need 
to report it to Social Security? 
Yes. If you've legally changed 
your name due to marriage, 
divorce, court order, or for any 
other reason, make sure you 
change your name with Social 
Security, as well as with your 
employer. If you change with 
one source but not the other, it 
could cause your earnings to be 
in appropriately recorded. That 
could result in you not getting 
all the benefits you earned when 
you become eligible for Social 
Security in the future.

I own a small business. Can I 
report the W-2s of my employ- 
ees online to Social Security?

Plus there's an added 
bonus: when you file electroni- 
cally filed W-2s aren't due until 
March 31st.

Does Social Security have 
any advice to make tax filing 
and future benefit applications 
go smoothly? We encourage 
you to carefully check your 
name.

WHAT TO DO BEFORE 
AN EARTHQUAKE 

Earthquakes strike suddenly, 
violently and without warning. 
Identifying potential hazards 
ahead of time and advance 
planning can reduce the dangers 
of serious injury or loss of life 
from an earthquake. Repairing 
deep plaster cracks in ceilings 
and foundations, anchoring 
overhead lighting fixtures to 
the ceiling, and following lo- 
cal seismic building standards, 
will help reduce the impact of 
earthquakes. 

Six Ways to Plan Ahead: 
Check for Hazards in the 
Home 

•Fasten shelves securely to 
walls. 

•Place large or heavy objects 
on lower shelves. 

•Store breakable items such 
as bottled foods, glass, and 
china in low, closed cabinets 
with latches. 

•Hang heavy items such as 
pictures and mirrors away from 
beds, couches, and anywhere 
people sit. 

•Brace overhead light fix- 
tures. 

•Repair defective electrical 

wiring and leaky gas connec- 
tions. These are potential fire 
risks. 

•Secure a water heater by 
strapping it to the wall studs and 

bolting it to the floor. 

•Repair any deep cracks in 
ceilings or foundations. Get 
expert advice if there are signs 
of structural defects. 

•Store weed killers, pesti- 
cides, and flammable products 
securely in closed cabinets with 
latches and on bottom shelves.

•Cash and credit cards. 

•Sturdy shoes. 

Develop an Emergency 
Communication Plan: 

In case family members are 
separated from one another 
during an earthquake (a real 
possibility during the day when 
adults are at work and children 
are at school); develop a plan for 
reuniting after the disaster. Ask 
an out-of-state relative or friend 
to serve as the "family contact." 
After a disaster, it's often easier 
to call long distance. Make 
stire everyone in the family 
knows the name, address, and 
telephone number of the contact 
person.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors 

Late winter prime time 
for sauger and walleye 



If fishing is one of your trae 
loves, then think of Valentine's 
Day as the start of the best fish- 
ing of the year for sauger and 
walleye in Kenaicky rivers and 
tail waters . The water may still 
be cold with temperatures in 
the high 30s and low 40s, but 
the fishing can be hot. 

"What's challenging about 
sauger is it's either boom or 
bust," said fisheries biologist 
Ryan Oster, of the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild- 
fife Resources. "It's a seasonal 
fishery because of their biol- 
ogy." 

The best opportunity of the 
year to catch sauger in numbers 
is when they gang up below 
dams, prior to spawning. "By 
April, they disperse and migrate 
back down river," said Oster. 
"They are so spread out it's hard 
to catch more than one or two." 

Kentucky has six rivers that 
support quality sauger fisher- 
ies — the Mississippi, Ohio, 
Kentucky, lower Green, lower 
Tennessee and Cumberland. 
Statewide, there's a daily creel 
limit of six sauger, with no 
minimum size limit; however, 
special regulations apply in 
some waters. 

Walleye are also present in 
nearby Paints ville Lake and 
five other central and eastern 
Kentucky impoundments: Lake 
Cumberland, Laurel River 
Lake, Carr Fork Lake, Nolin 
River Lake, and Green River 
Lake. These fishable popula- 
tions were established through 
decades of stockings and inten- 
sive management. They began 
in die 1960s when the fisheries 
division stocked die Lake Erie 
strain of walleye, which is more 
suited to lake environments. 

In the late winter, these wall- 
eye also make seasonal runs 
upstream into tailwaters where 
they stack up below dams. 

Typically, walleye escape 
from lakes when there is a sud- 
den rise due to heavy rains or 
snow melt. Walleye in rivers 



are attracted to the current that's 
created by heavy discharges 
through dams. 

Statewide, there's a 15 -inch 
minimum size limit on walleye 
and a six-fish daily creel limit. 

Oster said vertical jigging is 
his go-to presentation for catch- 
ing both sauger and waUeye in 
late winter. 

"It's easy to efficiently probe 
bottom structure such as humps , 
rock piles, and deep holes," 
said Oster. "Sauger and walleye 
also like to stack up in eddies 
and along current seams below 
dams. They conserve energy by 
staying out of the current, then 
dart out to grab a minnow as it 
swims by." 

By fishing vertically, there's 
less chance of getting hung up, 
too. "Use your electronics to lo- 
cate fish and then put your lure 
right in front of their noses," 
he said. 

Sauger and walleye typically 
lay right on or close to the bot- 
tom and look up for prey to am- 
bush. "They have good vision 
and can see die colors green and 
orange best," said Oster. 

Oster prefers tipping his lead 
head jigs with plastic curlytail 
gmbs rather flian live minnows. 
"You can catch multiple fish 
without having to re-bait," he 
said. "A 3/8 or V2 ounce jig is 
usually heavy enough to stay in 
contact witii die bottom where 
I fish, but in deeper water or in 
heavier current, more weight 
is needed. Raise and lower 
the rod so that the jig swims 
along about four inches off the 
bottom." 

A second option is vertical 
jigging blade baits, thin metal 
crankbaits with lead heads that 
imitate a shad. "I lower the bait 
down until it hits bottom, then 
I reel it up about six inches," 
explained Oster. "I pull the lure 
up, with a sharp jerk of the rod, 
and keep the line tight enough 
to feel the lure wobble back 
down. Most bites will occur on 



the faU." 

A fliird vertical presentation 
for sauger and walleye in the 
late winter is rigging a floating 
crankbait on the 3 -way swivel, 
with the weight on the bottom 
and a small, floating crankbait 
tied to an 18- to 24- inch leader 
that's tied to the third eyelet. 
This presentation allows the 
weight to sfip or break off while 
saving the expensive crankbait. 

The current license year 
expires Feb. 28. If you plan to 
fish after March 1 , you'll need 
to buy a new fishing license.

Fuel Safety 

Provided by your 
Local Emergency Management Office 



Accidents in the handling, 
use and storage of gasoline, 
gasohol, diesel fiiel, LP-gas and 
other petroleum products (sol- 
vents, paint diinners and naph- 
tha) can result in serious fires 
and explosions. The chances of 
fire or explosion can be reduced 
by following safety precautions 
and by keeping fuel storage fa- 
cilities in top condition. 

1 . Never store fuel in food or 
drink containers. 

2. Locate fuel storage tanks 
away from buildings. 

3. Watch for leaks or dete- 
rioration in fuel storage and 
delivery equipment. 

4. Keep fuels away from 
children. 

Flammable Liquids 
and Gases 

Gasoline, diesel fuel, LP 
gas, degreasing solvents, paint 
solvents and certain paints are 
among flammable materials. 
Keep these liquids away from 
open flames and motors that 
might spark. Keep all petroleum 
storage and handling equipment 
in good condition and out of 
reach of children. Inspect for 
leaks, deterioration or damage. 
Never store fuel in food or drink 
containers. 

When transferring farm fu- 
els, bond the containers to each 
other ,a and ground the one be- 
ing dispensed from to prevent 
sparks from static electricity. 
Clean up spills right away and 
put oily rags in a tightly covered 
metal container. Change your 
clothes immediately if you get 
oil or solvents on them. 

In addition, watch out for 
empty containers the held flam- 
mable or combustible liquids. 
Vapors might still be present. 
Store these liquids in approved 
containers in well- ventilated ar- 
eas away from heat and sparks. 

Be sure all containers for 
flammable and combustible 
liquids are clearly and correctly 
marked. Read and heed direc- 
tions on all product containers, 
noting flammabdity and safety 
precautions.

Do not keep gasoline inside 
the home or transport it in 
the trunks of automobiles or 
recreation vehicles. If gasoline 
must be transported, carry only 
a small amount in a labeled 
safety can on the floor of the 
back seat. Roll down the win- 
dows so moving air can sweep 
away vapors, before cutting or 
welding a fuel tank, fill it with 
water to drive out any lingering 
residue or vapor. Many explo- 
sions have resulted from using a 
torch on a tank that was tiiought 
to be empty.

Survive and advance. Come 
tournament time, that's the bot- 
tom line. And for ttie first time 
in eight years, Morgan County 
boys' basketball will live to see 
another day in the postseason. 

Seniors Jordan Whitt and 
Aleksander Malinic combined 
for 37 points and 17 rebounds as 
the Cougars beat Elliott County 
(63 - 60) in the opening round 
of the 62nd district tournament 
in Grayson on Monday. 

"I'm happy for our phiyers, 
our coaches and the school," 
Cougar head coach Matthew 
Perry said. "For one thing, it 
gets the monkey off our back. 
All the hard work we've put in 
has paid off. It's good to know 
you're going back to Morehead 
(regional tournament). 

While the win was gratify- 
ing, there was nothing easy 
about it. The Lions scored 
lirst and jumped out to a 9 - 
4 advantage before a 14 - 6 
run gave Morgan a four point 
lead after one quarter. Samuel 
Aguirre scored two baskets to 
help extend the lead to 24 - 18. 
A field goal from Jordan Perry 
made it a nine-point bulge at 
intermission. 

But the Cougars simply 
could not put Elliott away, and 
it nearly cost them the game— 
and the season. Alter two 
free-throws from Whitt gave 
Morgan an 11 -point lead early 



in the third period, the Lions 
began to methodically chip 

away. Elliott went on a 20 - 7 
run, capped by an NBA-range 
three-pointer from senior guard 
Jesse Flanery for a 43 - 41 lead 
to close the third quarter. 

But coach Matthew Perry's 
team answered the bell in the 
final eight minutes. Aguirre 
set the tone, drilling a three 
of his own to give Morgan a 
46 - 43 lead. Whitt and Aguirre 
followed with back-to-back 
buckets to make it a seven-point 
game. 

Morgan would never relin- 
quish the lead, with baskets 
by Whitt, Aguirre and Malinic 
keeping it a two-possession 
game.

and our player was just excited.

By rule, a technical foul was 
rightfully issued on the player, 
sending Elliott to the line for 
two free-fiirows and the ensu- 
ing possession.

Whitt paced Morgan with 
a team-best 20 points, while 
Malinic added 17. Aguirre and 
Perry both finished in double 
figures, tallying 12 and 10 
points, respectively. 

Morgan's win was its first in 
post-season play since coming 
into the 62nd district back in 
2006. The Cougars will now 
meet West Carter in die champi- 
onship game tonight (Thursday) 
at East Carter High School.

STILLWATER CHURCH 
HISTORY 




In Virginia, prior to the 
Revolutionary War, "The Old 
School Baptists" were greatly 
persecuted by the British au- 
thorities and the Church of 
England. The persecution had 
been strong, and the Baptist 
Elders were considered so 
radicial that they were only 
permitted to preach one Sunday 
a month. For this reason, many 
of the Elders commenced hold- 
ing four meetinsg a month at 
different locations 

The following is given as 
evidence of the conditions at 
that time. I quote from "The 
Narative of Daniel Trabeam": 

"And in the year of 1771, 
the Baptist came in our county 
and they was much opposed 
by the Church of England and 
our rulers. There was 7 (seven 
Baptist preachers in Chester- 
field Prison at one time for 
preaching (more tlian one time 
a month) but the more they 
was persecuted, the faster tliey 
gained prosalities. A last they 
let them alone but not until the 
British war commensed" 

About fifty years hense, 
many of the desendants of 
those perscuted Baptist were 
settled in Eastern Kentucky. 
And being a religious people, 
the early settlers of Morgan 
County, later Wolfe County 
Kentucky, established a place 
of worship soon after setteling 
in the county. Records show 
that the Old Primitave Baptist 
Church on the Baptist Fork of 
Stillwater Creek was orginized 
by two early preachers, Wil- 
liam Lykins and Daniel Duff, in 
1837, and the church was built 
upon two acres of land donated 
by Abraham and Deborah Og- 
den Swango. They stipulated in 
the deed that if for any reason 
the land was no longer needed 
as a church site, its ownership 
would revert to Swango heirs. 



It is reasonable to assume 
that Abraham and Deborah 
Swango had another reason 
for desireing that a church be 
established at this location. 
Just beyoud the church site are 
unmarked graves of the first 
settlers in this county. Two of 
them may have been Samuel 
and Elizabeth Johnathon Swan- 
go, Abraham's parents. 

Nearly everyone in that 
country belonged to the Old 
Baptist Church at Stillwater 
except Abraham Swango, and 
finally he joind amist great re- 
joicing. The following Sunday 
was an "experienced" meeting 
when all members of tlie church 
got up and told of their spiritual 
rejuvenation and the different 
feelings they had experienced 
.(Testefying) 

They called on Abraham 
Swango and to their great con- 
strenation, he told the congrega- 
tion that he had always believed 
in the Christian religion and 
that he had always practiced 
its principles, that he wanted 
to join tlie church and to be as- 
sociated with its members, but 
that he had never received any 
spiritual rejuvenation and that 
he had not had any change in 
his feelings toward the world 
in the least. 

The Elders and Deacons 
held a hurried conference and 
decided that they could not ac- 
cept him into the fellowship of 
the church. Abraham told them 
that he was very sorry, that he 
would continue to contribute to 
the church and attend its meet- 
ings , and that he would carry on 
just as he had all his life, doing 
good to the widows and orphans 
and extending a helping hand to 
whoever might be in need, and 
thus he lived and died...."

9 from area indicted 
for welfare fraud 



Feb. 14 — A federal grand 
jury in Covington returned 
seven indictments today charg- 
ing a man and seven women 
from Carter, Boyd, Lawrence, 
Morgan and Bracken counties 
with Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) fraud and health 
care fraud. Another man was 
charged with making false 
statements related to alleged 
fraud and one of flie women was 
also charged with aggravated 
identity flieft. 

Those charged were Dena 
Ramey, 57, and Granvell 
Ramey,72, of Boyd Coun- 
ty; Yvonne Campbell, 47, of 
Bracken County; Junty Kay 
Ratliff, 66, and Randall Dale 
Ratliff 73, of Morgan County; 
Linda Lou Tackett, age unavail- 
able, and Ila Jean Rose, 56, of 
Carter County; and Diana Lynn 
Rice, 66, of Lawrence County. 

The defendants are alleged 
to have fraudulently obtained 
benefits from the Social Secu- 
rity Administration (SSA) and 
Medicaid by concealing and 
intentionally failing to disclose 



their true living arrangements 
and financial resources. 

The indictments allege that 
over the course of years, many 
of the defendants told SSA 
agents that they had divorced 
or separated from their spouses, 
when in fact they were living 
together and sharing living 
expenses. Had SSA known the 
defendants' true living arrange- 
ments and financial resources, 
file defendants would have been 
ineligible for SSI and Medic- 
aid benefits, or their eligibil- 
ity would have been reduced 
greatly. 

SSI is a cash assistance 
program designed to provide 
financial assistance to disabled 
and elderly people who have 
little or no income or resources . 
Based on an agreement between 
Kentucky and the SSA, Ken- 
tuckians who are eligible for 
SSI also qualify for Medicaid 
coverage. 

A grand jury indictment is a 
formal accusation of guilt and 
does not establish ^uilt.

Why Would Anyone Need a Military 
Styled Assault Weapon?

No one needs a military 
styled assault weapon for per- 
sonal protection or hunting. 
Some wonder why we can't 
let this part of the 2nd Amend- 
ment go? 

Many may not remember 
their basic U.S. History courses 
and a little review might help 
us understand why tlie Second 
Amendment exists in the first 
place. Certainly, when enacted, 
their was no thought of restrict- 
ing type of firearm, or where, or 
who could carry. So its place- 
ment as the second most valued 
freedom in the Bill of Rights 
had nothing to do with personal 
safety, or even hunting, these 
were already assumed. It was 
specifically placed right after 
freedom of religion, speech, 
press and assembly to make 
certain that these freedoms 
were never taken from us. It 
was aimed (if I may use this 
word in this context) squarely at 
the government. But certainly 
we need have no fear of the 
government today? 

To understand it more fully 
one must remember that the 
early patriots did not ask the 
existing British government if 
they could revolt against them. 
They argued in The Declaration 
of Independence, that they were 
"endowed by their creator with 
certain unalienable rights, that 
among these are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness" 
coming from a much higher 
source than mere man and that 
"whenever any form of gov- 
ernment becomes destructive 
of these ends, it is the right of 
the people to alter or to aboUsh 
it, and to institute new govern- 
ment." God is referenced five 
times in this document and thus, 
they believed. He sanctioned 
their rebellion. They were 



expected to suffer evils while 
sufferable, "but when a long 
train of abuses and usurpa- 
tions, pursuing invariable the 
same object, evinces a design 
to reduce them under absolute 
despotism, it is their right, it 
is their duty, to throw off such 
government, and to provide 
new guards for their future 
security." 

The right of revolution 
requires the means of revolu- 
tion and this is why the Second 
Amendment exists. Normally 
the ballot box is tlie only self- 
correction that is needed but 
they had no intention of giving 
up the same right that they exer- 
cised to give us freedom in the 
first place. Nor were they pious 
enough to assume tliat their cor- 
rection would stay in place and 
that future generations would 
never need the more serious 
self-correction as tliey had. 

The wordage of the 2nd 
Amendment was stronger than 
any other sentence in tlie Con- 
stitution. "A well regulated 
militia, being necessary to the 
security of a free state, the right 
of the people to keep and bear 
arms, shall not be infringed." 
They saw this right as being 
connected with a free country 
and specifically forbade the 
federal government any author- 
ity with respect to it because 
historically it was always a gov- 
ernment that took away liberty. 

An armed populace had 
twice proved their value to 
liberty in the Revolutionary 
War. Many do not remember 
why Lexington and Concord 
were so important. The Ameri- 
cans learned that the British 
planned to go door to door to 
confiscate their firearms so 
they gathered and hid them in 
these two villages. Now the 
British night gun raid, and Paul 



Revere 's desperate midnight 
ride warning the Americans 
en-route, make sense. The 
Battle of Saratoga preventing 
the conquest of the northeast by 
General Johnny Burgoyne was 
stopped . not by the military, but 
by angry farmers with their own 
military styled assault rifles. 
This American victory encour- 
aged other countries, notably 
France, to come into the war 
on our side. It is doubtful that 
we would have won the war, 
and freedom, without an armed 
citizenry. 

The Founders' attitude re- 
garding guns — even military 
issue— was clear. Thomas 
Jefferson wrote: "No free man 
shall ever be debarred the use 
of arms." And George Wash- 
ington said: "A free people 
ought not only to be armed," 
but also, "they should promote 
such manufacturies [sic] as tend 
to remind them independent of 
others for essential, particu- 
larly military, supplies" (Gun 
Control, Freemen Report, May 
31,1975, p. 1). 

Five monumental things 
frightened many Americans 
in 2012 alone, beginning with 
the Presidents signing of the 
National Defense Authoriza- 
tion Act, which enabled him to 
kidnap and send to Guantanamo 
Bay for indefinite detention 
anyone he identified as a ter- 
rorist. This was followed by 
the "Media Monitoring Initia- 
tive" where the federal gov- 
ernment gave itself permission 
to "gather, store, analyze, and 
disseminate" data on millions 
of users of social media, pri- 
marily Facebook, Twitter, and 
YouTube. In March we saw and 
heard Joint Chief of Staff Chair- 
man General Martin Dempsey 
and Defense Secretary Leon Pa- 
netta, each, in testimony given 



to the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, inferred that the 
authority that they depended 
upon for military purposes 
came not from Congress, as 
required in the U.S. Constitu- 
tion, but from unelected UN 
or NATO authorities. Also, on 
March 16, President Barack 
Obama issued his National De- 
fense Resources Preparedness 
Executive Order authorizing 
the Executive department to 
take-over, in case of a national 
emergency, all civil transporta- 
tion, including the "movement 
of persons and property by all 
modes of transportation ... 
within the United States." In 
June, frustrated by his inability 
to get through Congress a law 
on immigration he favored, 
and tired of making law the 
constitutional way, President 
Barack Obama, openly defied 
Congress and the Constitution 
on June 1 6 , 20 1 2 , by ordering a 
like measure to that previously 
defeated, implemented anyway. 

There has been a slogan for 
many years that runs like this. 
"I love my country but I fear my 
government." Many Americans 
have come to believe that the 
real reason that the federal gov- 
ernment wants assault weapons 
banned has less to do with the 
16-year-old gunman in Sandy 
Hook Elementary, and more to 
do with disarming America so 
that they cannot resist tyranny. 
Given the unconstitutional 
antics noted above perhaps 
we should hang on to the 2nd 
Amendment in tact for the time 
being?

Postal Service's poll on 
Sat. delivery questioned 



Feb. 18 - The U.S. Postal 
Service says an online poll 
taken for it by Ipsos shows that 
about 80 percent of Americans, 
even in rural areas, favor its 
plan to end Saturday delivery of 
mail other than packages, but a 
close look calls the survey into 
question. 

Because the poll was done 
via the Internet, it didn't include 
"the people who most depend 
on the Postal Service and Sat- 
urday delivery — those who 
aren't online all the time, like 
seniors and people in rural areas 
without good broadband," Save 



the Post Office notes. 

Unlike scientific, random- 
sample polls, tills one used "a 
blended sample of panel and 
non-panel," USPS said in its 
press release. It didn't explain 
those terms, but Save the Post 
Office does: "That means some 
of the people surveyed were 
recruited to participate. The 
Postal Service doesn't provide 
any information about how the 
recruitment was done or who 
was selected to participate or 
what portion of the 1 ,000 peo- 
ple surveyed was pre-selected. 
One can only imagine how the 



selection process might have 
skewed the results." 

Save the Post Office also 
questions the questionnaire, 
saying it "includes questions 
that are framed in ways that 
inevitably affect how people 
responded. The first question 
on the survey, for example, is: 
'Before today, do you recall 
hearing anything about the 
financial losses that the Postal 
Service experienced last year, 
of approximately $15.9 bil- 
lion' . The survey thus begins by 
presenting the participants with 
a huge deficit number, which 
undoubtedly inclines the aver- 
age person to favor cost-cutting 
measures like ending Saturday 
delivery."
